DISCHARGE OF CARGOES 
AT THE PORT.

At the meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board yesterday exception was taken 
to the statement made at last: week’s meeting 
to the effect that Dublin was a dear port for 
ships. That statement, said Mr. Crowé, 
should not be allowed to go unchallenged. 
To prove the fallacy that Dublin is a dear 
port for ships he instanced the case of two 
vessels which had been unloaded at the port, 
He pointed out that on September 9th the 
Steamship Nilos, from Miramichi, arrived, 
and in two days discharged 557 standard 
deals, or 278) standards per day. The usual 
rate was 80 to 100 standards per day. The 
vessel sailed again on the Saturday. The 
vessel had first called at Manchester to dis- 
charge her deck cargo, and took over 34 days 
to land 481 standards, or equal to 137 
standards per day, as compared with 2784 in 
Dublin, losing two days extra entering and 
leaving dock at. Manchester, whereas at 
Dublin no time was lost in docking. Vessels

Mr. Crowe next instanced the case of the 
steamship Llantwit Major, which arrived at 
Dublin on Friday, September 17th, with 580 
standard deals, and commenced discharging 
the same day, worked half the day on the 
Saturday, all day on the Monday, and cleared 
at ó p.m. on the Tuesday, havin discharged 
the standards in 24 days, or 
per day. This steamer landed her deck cargo 
at Garston, and took a full week to discharge 
440 standards, “ir to the rate of 734 per 
day, as compared with 232 for Dublin.

GETTING AT THE FACTS.

In the past Dublin had acquired a 
baa reputation owing to labour troubles, but 
they were not obliged to carry that reputa- 
tion into the future. It was their duty to 
improve the minds of shipowners as to. the 
facilities available at the Bort of Dublin. 

A DISADVANTAGE. 

Mr. Watson said that it was usual to 
charge 5s. a ton more fer Dublin than for 
Atlantic ports, and he thought that was too 
great a penalty to have to pay. In that re- 
spect they were at a disadvantage compared 
with eross-Channel ports. For that reason, 


he suggested that representation should be 


made to the Shipping Board. 

The Chairman said that the whole matter 
would be considered by the Financial Com- 
mittee, and on their report the. Board would 
have an opportunity of discussing it.

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DEFECTS IN TECHNICAL 
>. SYSTEM. 
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Mr. George Fletcher, F.G.S., M.R.L.A.,| 


Assistant Secretary Technical Education 
Branch; dealt with various aspects of the 
technical education problem at yesterday’s 
sitting of the Commission at 14 Hume 
street, Dublin.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN 
RELATION TO INDUSTRY. 


Mr. George Fletcher, in the course of his" 
evidence, stated that in spite of the war and 
the troubled state » the country in subse- 
quent years technical education showed extra- 
ordinary vitality. Had this system—a 
voluntary system—been based on sand, it 
would have collapsed in this tornade. . In 
spite of “excursions and alarums,’’ curfews 
and prohibitions; “it” persisted; and. some of 
those -cities which~were~ hardest hit were 
most successful to-day—for example, Limerick. 
The rural problem was a difficult one, an 
still awaited a satisfactory treatment, He 
regarded this as the weakest spot in the 
system. The technical instruction branch had 
never been solely or -largely responsible for 
technical education in rdal.aréas; it always 
had been shared -by ~the-agricultural and 
technical instruction branches. . The agm: 
cultural branch had its own system of agri- 
cultural and horticultural classes, and schools 
with a staff of instructors, and with this 
the technical instruction branch had no 
concern. The latter branch did everything 
possible for manual instruction and domestic 
economy, etc., out of the funds supplied by 
the Agricultural Board. 

URBAN TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 

The progress of urban technical schools had 
been very marked. ~The pregress. would have 
been greater but for certain fundamental 
difficulties,. Firstly, the low standard of 
candidates for entrance; in this connection 
the recent School Attendance Act constituted 
an educational reform of the first magmtude. 
The failure to establish evening continuation 
schools, and the low standard at which 
scholars left the primary schools, constituted 
a most serious retarding influence to a system 
of technical education. In the second instance 
the provision of technical school buildings had 
been miserably inadequate, . School-building 
was naturally in abeyance during the war, 
but plans had recently been approved for 
provision of buildings in Carlow, Mallow, 
Passage West, Skibbereen, Killarney, 1 hurles, 
Tullamore and Carrick-on-Suir. Extensions. 
were being carried out in other places. Other 
cases were deferred pending the report of that 
commission. The educational value of a well- 
designed and well-equipped building could 
scarcely be over-estimated. ) 

Industrial backwardness had greatly re- 
tarded progress. The want of an outlet for 
the product of the technical schools had been 
injurions, and had given occasion for the 
taunt that they were “educating for export, 
which had an element of truth, but it was 
right to sav that the critics usually appre- 
ciated the dilemma. 

TRADES PREPARATORY SCHOOLS. 

With reference to the day trades preparatory 
schools, which are designei to prepare 
boys who had passed through the primary 
school for 6mployment if skilled trades, Mr. 
Fletcher said that the result of some years 
expetience in the working of these schools 
was the conviction that they were sound an 
aim. and should be increased in number.

FARMER WHO LEFT ALL TO 
UNMARRIED DAUGHTER. 


A farmer 's will, which left all his property, 
valued at £2,376 15s. 4d., to the daughter 
who remained unmarried and took care of 
her father. and mother, was investigated. in 
the King’s Bench, Belfast, yesterday. when 
Jane Kennedy brought a suit to establish the 
will of her father. John Kennedy, of Hillcrest, 
Ballyutoag. Dundrod, Co. Antrim, whe died 
on the 16th May last. the defendant being 
Lea M‘Cullough, 516 Cregagh road, Belfast, 
who had entered a caveat. 


It was stated for the plaintiff that when 
the deceased called his solicitor for the pur- 
pose of making a second will after the death 
of his wife he gave his instructions without

INQUEST ON MR. C. NORMAN 


KOUGH. 

The opinion that. the space between the 
taxi-cab hazard at College Green and the 
tram line did not leave sufficient clearance 
was expressed by Dr. Louis Byrne, Dublin 
City Coroner, at an inquest in Mercer’s Hos- 
pital yesterday on Charles Norman Kough 
46), rrister-at-law; 5 Longford terrace, 
Monkstown, who was knocked down by a 
tramcar as he was about to enter a taxi-cab 
on the 18th ult. and died on Wednesday. 

The jury found that death was due to 
peed shock, owing to Mr. Kough's foot 

wk: been accidentally crushed by tram- 
car No. 19, and exonerated the driver from 
all blame, When, after the ‘inquest, the 
driver was brought before Mr. Little in 
the District Court, charged with the man- 
slaughter of Mr. Kough; informations were 
refused. 

Dr. O'Kelly, house surgeon, Mercer’s Hos- 
a gave evidence at the inquest that when 
Mr. Kough was brought into the hospital on 
the evening of the 18th October, suffering 
from a crushed and lacerated foot, an opera- 
tion was performed immediately to repair 
the pé Shock did not permit amputa- 
tion. r. Kough became delirious next day, 
and remained in that condition. ‘The primary 
cause of death was prolonged shock and ex- 
haustion as a result of the injuries, 
accentuated by the onset of dementia, the 
ultimate cause of death being cardiac failure. 

Samuel Bibby, a taxi driver, stated that 
Mr. Kough went to his taxi-cab on the Uol- 
lege Green hazard, opened the door, and put 
his attach® case on the floor of the car. 
There was nothing to obscure the view of the 
tram driver, nor was there anything to pre- 
vent Mr. Kough from seeing the tram. The 
door of the taxi-cab was open at the time, 
and the witness did not see thé accident. 

Sergeant Curry stated that on the evening 
of the accident Mr. Kough told him”: that 
he was opening the door of the taxicab with 
his back towards the tramcar. He was in a 
hurry, and did not hear the gong of the 
tramcar being sounded. When he opened the 
taxi-cab door the side of the tramcar struck 
him on the left elbow; and his right foot 
slipped under one of the tram wheels, which 
turned over it, In his opinion, the driver 
of the tramicar was not. to blame, as he 
was going. slowly. and pulled up imme. 
diately, and there was not sufficient room 
on the street between the open door of the 
taxi-cab and the tramcear. 

Inspector Callan gave evidence to show 
that. the door of the taxi-cab. when full 
open, would leave a space of 1 foot 64 inches 
between the outer portion of the door. and 
the incoming tram lind. 

A juror remarked that this would leave 
only a few inches between the body of 
the tramcar and the taxi-cab. 

Uhe Inspector said that the taxi hazard 
had been there for two years, and nothing 
had happened until now. 

A newsvendor named Kiely said that he 
saw Mr. Kough open the door of the taxi- 
cab with his left hand and turn to give 
directions to the driver, Seeing a tramcar 
coming and pe ing | that he could not get 
into the taxi-cab, Mr. Kough got in behind 
the open door. In that position he was 
clear of the tram lines. Just as the tram- 
Car was passing Mr. Kough took hold of the 
handle of the door and endeavoured to get 
round the dour again into the taxi-cab. His 
right” foot came out. and went under the 
rear wheel of the tramear.

JUDGMENT FOR THE PLAINTIFFS 
Judgment was given by Mr. Justice 
Meredith in favour of the plaintifis in the 
case of the Irish National’ Assurance Company, 
Limited, v. Rudd and others, claiming an 
injunction lo restrain the defendants from, as 
all ed, interfering with ‘their business, an 
allegation which the defendants denied. . 
In the coursé of his judgment Mr. Justice 
Meredith reviewed the material. provisions of 
the statute governing the transfer of assured 
persons from one collecting society or industrial 
assurance company to another, and the subject 
unatter of the evidence given during the 
hearing of the case. He said that he could 
not find that there was any deliberate attempt 
to effect transfers without the requisite 
consent of the persons transferred, but he 
was of opinion that there had been a technical 
non-compliance with .the statute in the case 
of some of the transfers. As to the state- 
ments made by the defendants, Griffin an! 
Doyle, there was a direct conflict of evidence. 
It was alleged that officials of the defendant 
company had made allegations that officials 
of the plaintiff company had been making 
away with money, and that if the policy- 
holders continued to pay their premiums there 
would be no money to pay their claims. As 
to the liability of the defendant company 
for these statements of their agents theve 
could be no question. Mr. Guest (managing 
director of the defendant company) must 
bave hada very shrewd suspicion of the nature 
of the means pursued by these agents, and if 
(here was anything that he did not know, it 
was because he did not choose to inquire. 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that he must give 
an injunction, and he agreed to hear counsel 
to-day on the form that it should take, and 
also on the question of damages. . :

PUBLIC SAFETY BILL PASSED. 


x— 


After it had passed the Public Safety 
(Emergency Powers) Bill yesterday, Dail 
Eireann adopted a resolution stating that 


the measure is urgently needed for the 


preservation of the public peace. If the 
Senate passes the same resolution, the 
hill will receive the King’s assent imme- 
diately it has been passed by the Upper 
House. 

The greater part of the sitting was 
taken up with a discussion on unemploy- 
ment. The leader of the Labour Party 
moved a resolution deploring the in- 
adequacy of the measures taken by the 
Government to deal with the problem, 
and disapproving of its decision not to 
extend the Insurance Acts so as to pro- 
vide subsistence for workers unable to 
find employment. | 

[he Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, who was interrupted repeatedly, 
said that the phrase “men willing to 
work ’’ seemed to mean “‘ willing to work 
on their own conditions.” He declared 
that the facilities provided by the Go- 
vernment had not been fully utilised, 
that in the insured trades the position 
had improved, and. that agricultural 
labourers were in a much better position 
than they were last year.

PAYMENT OF MEMBERS. — 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister of Finance, in 
Dail Eireann yesterday, moved a resolution 
making provision for the payment of mem- 
bers of the Appeal Council not in receipt of 
remuneration from public funds, in connec- 
tio i the. Public Safety (Emergency 
Powers) Bill, , 

Mr. T. Johnson said he had been forced to 
the conclusion that neither the Ministers nor 
the House realised what the bill involved, 
or how important and drastic were the 
given to the Executive Council. Attention

POSSIBILITIES. 

He was concerned with the proposal to 
hand over to the governing authority powers 
which could only be justified in the very 
gravest circitimstances. He asked the Houee 
to bear in mind the situation in other coun- 
tries and the general situation of Europe in 
regard to constitutional government. ,If the 
bill were ‘passed, it would be possible, actin 
within the law, and conducting the proceed- 
ings in a perfectly legal way, for a Govern- 
ment authority to arrest and intern all their 
political opponents, and keep them in intern- 
ment during the life of the Parliament, thus 
automatically ensuring a majority. 

The measure was so wide in its application, 
and included such a large number of offences, 
that suspicion might attach to any suspected 
deputy in that or future Houses. Persons 
suspected of harbouring, encouraging or pro 
tecting those guilty of maior offences under 
the bill were.liahle to internment. They 
could imagine a Communist or Fascist Go- 
vernment coming into power, declaring .a 
state of emergency, and interning the more 
active leaders of the Opposition, newspaper 
editors, and keeping themselves in power by 
that means. They could prevent, under the 
bill, all public discussion by interning all 
those whom they suspected. 

A NECESSARY DISADVANTAGE. 

President Cosgrave said that he had given 
the matter very full consideration. He 
realised what a disadvantage it was to have 
a measure of that sort permanently on the 
Statute Book. The Government would feel 

much more satisfied if it were not ne- 
cessary to bring in such a measure at all, 
but in the light of their experience they were 
satisfied that the best course to adopt was to 
make such a measute permanent. The seafe- 

Feadh provided would, he thought, prevent 
ROU se, 

Such an Act was not lightly introduced. 
Very strong reasons had been given, and 
equally strong reasons should be given before 
it was put into. operation. The events of 
Sunday might possibly be due to the desire 
on the part of the persons responsible to 
obtain information as to the identity of the 
large number of persons who were giving the 

“Government information at present. For the 
peace of mind of the House and of the 
country, he might say that there was no 
chance of getting identification in any Civic 
Guard barracks in the country. The situation 
with which tle GéVernment was confronted 
was that the leniency of the law and the safe- 
guards provided for the liberty of the indivi- 
dual were being grossly and flagrantly abused, 
and one of the most important and gallant 
institutions in the country was being made 
the butt by a particular small body of con- 
spirators. 

MORAL COURAGE. 

It required a pé deal of moral courage 
to introduce the bill, And if they did nothing 
élse in their time but to make it easy for those 
coming after them to administer the affairs of 
the country fairly and with every sible 
safeguard that was required, then he said 
that they were justifying themselves in intro- 
ducing the measure. 

So far as the case recited “by Deputy 
Johnson was concerned, it was very unlikely 
that suck’ a chain of events would happen. 
If the people referred to by the deputy 
flagrantly abused this.measure, they would not 
be so squeamish about adopting certain 
measures if those at hand did not suit. 

Mr. Johnson said it need not be a corrupt 
Government; it would be perfectly legal 
under this measure. 

‘President Cosgrave said that he did not 
think there was any likelihood of a Govern- 
ment being allowed to.do that. There was, 
after all, a very strong public opinion outside, 

Mr. Johnson—I! am glad to hear it; but I 
do not know. 

President Cosgrave said that if that were 
the. deputy’s only fear, he thought that they 
need have no apprehension on the matter, and 
that that was the opinion of the vast majority 
of the people. 

The resolution was passed. 

A FINAL PROTEST. 

The edmmittee and other stages of the 
Public Safety (Emergency Powers) Bill having 
been passed, Mr, Johnson, on the motion for 
the final reading, said that he did not want 
to be placed in the position of having a charge 
made against him that he had handed over 
powers inst the ple to the Executive 
without checks, whith the Constitution or the 
law should provide.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
LABOUR PARTY’S MOTION. 


Mr.‘T. Johnson moved. “' That this House 
views with grave anxiety the continuance of 
widespread and prolonged unemployment, de- 
plores the inadequacy of the measures so far 
taken by the Government to ensure opportuni- 
ties of employment for unemployed workers, 
and nae af hes of the Government's deci- 
sion not to introduce legislation to amend the 
Unemployment Insurance Acts so as to pro- 
vide subsistence for workers unable to 
employment.’’ 

He said that since the matter was discussed 
in the House in June the only thing that. had 
happened was an increase in the number of 
men whose means of livelihood was less. Un- 
Sal was greater to-day than it was 
in June. The measures taken 4 the Govern- 
ment had been inadequate, and had not fe- 
sulted in reducing the number of unemployed. 
As things were in the Department of Industry 
and Commerce it was som goir ye to get accu- 
rate statistics of the n of s unem- 
ployed, and the figures available were more 
unreliable than ever. It was not the fault of 
ee Department, but of the machinery pro- 
vided. 

Large sums of money had been provided, 
but they still had increased numbers of un- 
employed and an ever-increasing number of 
persons without resources to k themselves 
alive. The claim had been continuously put 
forward that it was better to deal with the 
problem of unemployment by the provision of 
em t than by means. of insurance or 
the ent of moneys. . 

GREAT DiSAPPOINTMENT. 

The number of unemployed persons regis- 
tered last July was 21,951; the hgere for last 
week was 22,406. It was known that com- 

tively few of those who had ceased to be 
in benefit registered themselves. In view of 
these figures, apart from the knowledge that 
they had of the extent of unemployment, it

SKILLED MEN. 

There were, according to figures recently 
published, a large number of skilled workmen 
unemployed not only in Dublin, but in many 
towns through the country, and there were in 
Dublin 71 out of a total of 450 bricklayers 
idle. The position of these men—engineers, 
iron-workers, etc.—was very serious, indeed. 
A large number of these men hardly ever had

It will be unlawful for a person to 
operate ‘‘ wireless’? apparatus in such a 
way that electro-magnetic radiation there- 
from interferes with the working of a. 
State broadcasting station, or injuriously 
affects any licensed apparatus. A fine 
not exceeding £10—and £1 a day for 
every day the offence continnes—is 
prescribed for contravention of this 
section. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


The second part of the bill deals exclu- 
sively with broadcasting, and provides for 
the. establishment by the Postmaster- 
General of as many broadcasting stations 
as he thinks proper. He may charge fees 
for the distribution from such stations of 
broadcast matter. 

He also is empowered to establish an 
advisory committee to assist him in the 
conduct of the broadcasting stations and 
in the selection and control of the broad- 
cast matter. This committee will consist 
of not less than five members, of whom 
one will be nominated by the Minister 
of Education and one by the Minister of 
Agriculture. 

The new measure will repeal the Wire- 
less Telegraphy Acts of 1904 and 1906, 
but all licences for the possession of 
‘‘wireless’’ apparatus that were granted 
under these Acts will continue in force 
for the periods in respect of which they 
were granted. : 

It is laid down that no fee hitherto 
paid to the Minister in respect of a 
licence for the possession of apparatus 
for wireless telegraphy shall be recover- 
able on the ground that such fee was. not 
legally chargeable.

BY SOLDIERS. 
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Ten men were charged at a special sitting 
oí the Cork District Court yesterday in con- 
nection with the raids on Civic Guard 
barracks on Sunday evening. The accused 
were:—Thomas Crofts, Sean MacSwine 
brother of Miss gt MacSwiney 
lurphy (All-Ireland hurler), Sean y 
ao of Cork County Board Gaelic Ath- 
etic Association), Eugene O'Neill, Frank 
Buckley, Denis Hegarty, Patrick Murray, 
James O’Guerin and Maurice Donegan. 

They were charged that they did on divers 
dates between Ist January, 1926, and 14th 
November, 1926, conspire, confederate and 
agree with each other, and with other persons 
not in custody, to do an act contrary to law— 
to wit: to rob, while armed with lethal 
weapons, official documents, records, and 
equipment at St. Luke's and other Gardai 
Siochana barracks, situate in the City and 
the County of Cork; and did on 14th Novem- 
ber, 1926, in pursuance of the said con- 
spiracy, rob a number of the aforesaid 
barracks—namely, St. Luke's, Blackrock 
a gpm Carrigtwohill, Ballincurrig—and did 
kill and murder one Sergeant James Fitz- 
simons, Gardai Siochana, St., Luke's, in the 
County Borough of Cork. The accused were 
handcuffed in pairs, under an escort of detec- 
tives and soldiers,’ but the handcuffs were 
removed when they had taken their seats in 
Court. 

Inspector Jeremiah O'Sullivan appeared to 
prosecute, and Mr. T. F, Russell, .B., ap- 
peared on behalf of the accused. 

While the court wag sitting a number of 
soldiers fully armed remained on duty at 
various parts of the Courthouse, and two 
Civic Guards were stationed at the door. No 
persons were allowed to enter except those 
who were concerned with the dase, and 
female relatives of the accused. 

Inspector O’Sullivan said that he proposed 
only to give evidence of arrest, and then to 
ask for a remand for fourteen days. 

Mr. Russell said .that he appeared 
Patrick Murray, James O’Guerin, and 
O'Neill. Mr. Boudren, solicitor, who was 
unavoidably absent, wes representing Messrs. 
Donegan, Hegarty, and Murphy, and in his 
absence he (Mr. Russell) proposed to repre- 
sent them. Mr. B. O'Meara, solicitor, who 
was also unfortunately absent, was appear- 
ing for Messrs. Crofts, Buckley, end Sean 
M’Carthy. Mr. Sean MacSwiney did not 
desire to be represented. 

THE ARRESTS. 

Sergeant M‘Donnell, of the Detective Div: 
sion, Union quay, stated, in reply to in- 
spector O’Suilivan, that the defendants were 
arrested during the week. He preferred the 
charge on that morning against the whole of 
them jointly. He gave them the usual legal 
caution, and they made no statement. 6 
witness was still engaged investigating the 
cases, and hoped to procure evidence to 
connect. the accused with the charge. He 
asked for a remand for a period of fourteen 
days or sooner.

APPLICATION FOR BAIL. 

Mr. Russell—I have no objection to the 
application for a remand, but | strenuously 
oppose any remand in custedy. . Everybody, 

need scarcely say, regrets the appalling 
tragedy, and it would not be minimising it in 
any degree to do an injustice by keepin 
these men in custody. These men are ba 
known In the city, most ef them pursuing 
their ordinary occupations every day 6f the 
week, and it is a great hardship on them 
that, without rhyme or reason, they should 
be kept in custody for fourteen days. I will 
ask your worship to note that the application 
is not made for the usual period 
of a remand for eight. days, but for 
fourteen days, which is all the more necessary 
why bail should be given. I can obtain sub- 
stantial sureties for these men-—-for Mr. 
Buckley, Mr. Barry Egan and Mr. T. P. 
Dowdall are willing to go bail—and, if they 
are willing to go bail, I fail to see how any 
reasonable opposition to their security can be 
made by the authorities. The same remark 
nú asar to the other men ; they éan all procure 
solvent and substantial bails, and it would be 
& great ve on them if they were to be 
kept in prison for fourteen days, or for any 
a for that matter. There is no necessity 
or it, : 

In an application for bail you have got to 
consider three points—first, the cogency of the 
evidence—and no evidence whatever has been 
produced; secondly, the seriousness of the 
offence—undoubtedly, the offence is a serious 
one; and, thirdly, the probability of the men 
turning up to take their trial. In the case of 
Mr. Buckley you will see that there is not 
the slightest doubt that he will turn up to 
take his trial; and whe the others have the 
nú AR. they will get substantial bails. If 
you are satisfied that by granting bail you do 
not in any way take away from their chances 
of turning up for trial, I would respectfully 
suggest that you should grant it. I asked the 
Guard if other arrests had been made, and he 
said “Yes.” These people have been released, 
which shows that the Guards are not in- 
fallible. They have arrested persons whom 
they almost immediately released, J have not 
the slightest doubt that the men now before 
you will never be brought to trial, and in 
the circumstances J will ask you not to impose 
such hardship on them.

THE BURIAL. 

After the public funeral in Dublin yes- 
terday, the body of Guard Ward was brought 
home to Nobber, where it lay in the parish 
church over night. This morning there was 
a large con bas at the Reguiem Mass, 
celebrated by the Rev. John Cook, P.P. The 
interment took place at 2 o'clock this aíter- 
noon in the ancient graveyard across the 
village street from the church. Cold, sleety 
rain fell unceasingly throughout the morning 
and afternoon. 

The coffin, which was covered with the 
tricolour, was carried from the church by six 
comrades from the County Tippera orce. 
As it passed along the Guards’ Band, from the 
Dépót in Phoenix Park, under Sergeant Lalor, 
aves Chopin's Marche Funébre. Imme- 

iately behind the escort came the relatives— 
his sister, Miss Mary Ward; brothers, Messrs. 
John, James and Denis Ward, and uncles, 
Messrs. Richard and John Nulty. 

About 120 men of the Guards drawn from 
the Counties of Meath and Louth paraded 
under Chief. Superintendent Jeremiah Maher, 
Drogheda. The other officers of the force 
present were—Commissioner General Eoin 
O’Duffy, Dublin Headquarters; Superinten- 
dent J. J. Bergin, Kells, and Inspector E J. 
Murphy, Drogheda. With the Commissioner 
were Mr. Eamonn Duggan, T.D., representing 
President Cosgrave, and District Justice 
McCarthy, Drogheda. 

Behind the Guar'is came the general public, 
with the children from the village school 
walking two and two in front, The attend- 
ance included Mr. Micheel Monaghan, the 
local representatives on the Meath County 
Council; Dr. More Carraher, Drumconrath ; 
Dr. P. J. Cusack, Nobber, and representa- 
tives of all the families in Nobber 
and the ra Tee of Drumconrath. 
The wreaths included tokens of, remembrance 
from the old Volunteers, Navan district; the 
officers, mmissioned officers and men, 
the Depdt, Phenix Park; the officers and 
Guards, Thurles Division, and Sergeant 
Heeney and the Guards’ station at Nobber. 

GENERAL O'DUFFY’S SPEECH. 
When, according to local custom, the coffin 
had been me three times around the 
raveyard and placed in the grave, General 
&'Duity made a short speech to the as- 
sembled throng. 

He first gave the story of the deed Guard's 

life. He told of his early association with 
the local LR.A. He was one of the first to 
join the National Army, and when he left 
is discharge was the best that could be 
given to any man. Owing to his fine 
hysique he was, while in the army, trans- 
loved to the military police, where he served 
with fidelity. In January, 1924, he was ad- 
mitted to the Civic Guard force, and from 
the beginning his superiors realised his ability 
and devotion to duty. He was eutrusted 
with work which required brains and in- 
tegrity, and that work he carried out well. 
When on last Sunday evening » knock came 
to the barrack door in Hollyford, he answered 
unsuspectingly, and before he could do any- 
thing to help himself, a cruel assassin lifted 
his gun and shot him at a moment's notice. 
His only other comrade in the station was 
then attacked, and his pockets rifled of his 
life’s savings. 

It was not necessary on that occasion for 
him to tell Guard Ward’s stricken parents. 
brothers and sisters, that they had in their 
bereavement the sympathy of the whole [rish 
nation. That was fully demonstrated at the 
public funeral in Dublin on Wednesday. With 
the exception of the funeral of President 
Griffith and General Collins, that which 
passed through the streets of Dublin this 
week was the greatest funeral that the Irish 
capital had ever seen. 

Having been honoured in Dublin, Guard 
Ward was tiow honoured in his native place. 
In that graveyard they had not got the Pre- 
sident of the Executive Council, who was re- 
presented there by Mr. Eamonn Duggan. It 
remained to him (General O'Duffy) to con- 
vey the sympathy of the Minister for Justice 
and ab the Gardai, from the Commissioner 
to the newest recruit, to those who per- 
sonally mourn the death of Guard Ward. He 
was proud to stand by the grave of one who 
had so nobly upheld the reputation of the 
new Irish police for devotion to duty, con- 
scientiousness, and courage. 

"“I feel sad,’’ General O'Duffy concluded. 
“standing by this open grave, to know that 
there are still people who, in the name of 
patriotism, are prepared to strike us down. 
I want to be charitable; I only hope and 
ray that God may give to the assassins a 
little more time to prepare to meet Him 
than they gave to Hugh Ward May the sod 
of his native Meath rest lightly on ail that 
is mortal of a good Irishman. God rest 
him.” 

The last prayers were recited by the Rev. 
Laurence Lenehan, C.C., Nobber,.and the 
obsequies concluded with the sounding of the 
“Last Post” by a bugler of the Guards’ 


band. 
ARCHBISHOP’S LETTER. 


A SHAMEFUL CRIME,

Dear Father Ryan,—The wilful murder of 
Guard Ward in Hollyford has been a source 
of sorrow and shame. 

It is sorrowful to reflect that any man 
could be so devoid of virtue as to wantonly 
kill his fellow-man. The crime in the present 
case is all the more grave because the victim 
held an official position which is destined for 
the protection of the people s rights, of their 
lives and property. 

It. is shameful that a gunman should shoot 
a Guard who has no weapons of defence 
against such an attack, 

You will, of course, condemn the crime on 
Sunday next, and urge the people to give 
every assistance in their power in the laudable 
task of discovering the assassin.

contemplated suicide. Miss upward produced 
an unfinished letter addres to herself in 
her brother's handwriting, which had been 
found at his rooms. It contained a refe- 
rence to church matters, but. there was no 
indication of the state of his mind.

Mr. Upward was sitting downstairs writing. 
When he awoke next morning at 6.30 he

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ARRESTS IN A 
MOTOR CAR. 
GUARD'S STRUGGLE ON THE 
FOOTBOARD. 


AMMUNITION AND 
DOCUMENTS FOUND. 


A remarkable story was told by Civic 
Guard O'Donoghue at the Midleton (County 
Cork) District Court yesterday when Liam 
Doherty, 102 Frenche’s avenue, Queenstown ; 
Jeremiah Grayley, 6 Small’s Well, Queéns- 
towns Joseph Kiely, East View, Queenstown, 
and Dermot Kiely, King's street, Queens- 
town, were charged on remand with being in 
passession of - firearms and ammunition— 
namely, a fully-loaded Webley revolver. and 
nine rounds, and with having taken part in 
the formation of an organisation, or the main- 
tenance of an association in contravention of 
the Treasonable Offences Act, 1925. Against 
Joseph Kiely was an additional charge of 
unlawfully assaulting and wilfully obstructing 
Guard O'Donoghue in the discharge of his 
duty. ‘The accused men refused to recognise 
the Court. i | 

Guard O’Dohoghue deposed that on the 
night of the 10th of November last at 7.45 

.m. Guard Mason accompanied him to the 

ridge on the Cork road at Midleton. He 
was in uniform, and Guard Mason was in 
civilian attire. While on the bridge they 
saw a motor car coming from the Tirection 
of Carrigtwohill into Midleton. He got 
mto the centre of the road opposite the gate 
lamp, put up his hands and called on the 
driver to stop the car. He refused to do 
so, and drove on-in the direction of the Mill 
road towards the railway station. ‘The wit- 
néss and his companion followed the car, and 
as they got round the bend of the Mill road 
saw that the railway gates at the level cross- 
ing were closed. e car turned, and started 
to come back. 

When within about fifteen yards of the car, 
said the witness, I again got on to the cenire 
of the road, and called on the driver to stop. 
Instead of doing so he accelerated the engine 
and increased his speed. I turned sideways 
going in the direction of the car, and when 
it was about to pass me by I put my left 
hand on the door of the car and jumped on 
to the footboard. Immediately 1 did so I 
was seized by the throat by one of the 
accused, Joseph Kiely. I still held a grip on 
the door with my left hand, and my right 
hand being free I hit Joseph Kiely with an 
“upper cut,’ and compelled him to release 
his grip. I then grabbed for the steering 
wheel, and turned the car in the direction 
of the river. Diarmuid Kiely swore by his 
Maker not to kill. . 

Kiely—That is a lie. 

Witness—I told him to take his hands off 
the steering wheel, which he did. I turned 
the car towards the centre of the road again, 
pulled out the flooder on the carburettor, 
pulled back the hand brake and brought the 
ear to a standstill, I called on Guard Mason 
to come to the far side of the car. Detective 
Officer Lynch, whe was coming off the 8 
o'clock train, came to our assistance. He 
ordered Tie accused out of the car. Liam 
Doherty and Jeremiah Grayley were sitting 
in the back of the car. 

AMMUNITION AND DOCUMENTS. 

— on the instructions of Detective- 
Officer Lynch we brought the four accused 
to the barracks. I made a search of the car, 
and found three live “45” cartridges, re- 
volver ammunition, in the back of the car. 
I also found an envelope addressed to the 
‘Adjutant, 4th  battalion,’’ and dated 
2/11/ 26, containing leaflets or papers headed 
“ An Ogiaig.”’ 

The witness, in reply to Mr. Casev, said 
that the bullets were under the back seats. 

The witness further stated that when he 
returned to the car from the barrack ‘he 
found Guard Mason with a “ 45'" Webley 
revolver in his hands. 

On the application of the State Solicitor 
the accused were remanded in custody to the 
District Court at Midleton. : i

I am glad to note that Colonel Quin is ready 
to pay an instructor to teach his men how to 
handle his crop, and that he does not suggest 
that the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company 
pay ee him. As this work is now being ver 
efficiently performed on: hundreds of Iris 
farms, | am sure that Colonel.

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TYRONE SLANDER ACTION, 


REFERENCE TO A DOCTOR’S 
QUALIFICATIONS. 

In the slander action brought by Dr. 

Rernard Lagan, of the Tyrone County In- 
firmary, against Colonel Henry G. $S. Alex- 
ander, a member of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the infirmary, an appeal from an 
order of the Lord Chief Justice, requiring 
the defendant to m further answers to 
interrogatories admi : him on behalf 
of the plaintiff, was the Court of 
Appeal, Belfast, yesterda¥ en Lord Jus- 
tice Andrews and Lord Justice Best 
affirmed the order. 
The defendant denied utterance of words in 
a newspaper report complained of by the 
plaintiff, to the effect that the plaintiff was 
not a qualified surgeon, and pleaded, alterna- 
tively, privilege as a member of the Com- 
mittee, and, further, that the words spoken 
were fair comment on a matter of public in- 
terest, and were spoken without malice. For 
the defence, it was submitted that the denial 
of utterance was 4 sufficient answer. The 
order of the Lord Chief Justice directed the de- 
fendant to answer an interrogatory calling 
wpon him to set forth the words which he 
had used at the meeting of the Committee, 
to which the pleas of privilege and fair com- 
ment had been directed.
